m ent period. 
"I am reliably informed that the 
adm inistration 
is

looking 
with favor on increased pay in the 
A rm y.'’ Downey said. 
“I have 
been told th at Army and adm inis­ 
tration heads arc now proclaiming 
the necessity of additional com­ 
pensation for the arm ed forces.

I t is the v andalism a ppearing so frequently 
in the defa cement or destruction of win- 
dox v s, street lig hts, road and street sig ns, 
outdoor monuments, and so on.

In talking the past week to scores of 
these citizen soldiers from ev ery xx alk of 
life, ev ery part of the country and in ev ery 
branch of the army , there was nev er once 
a word of intimation of objection to the 
Selectiv e Training Act itself, the defense 
prog ram or the President’s anti-Ax is poli­ 
cies. 
These y ouths don’t care for soldiering 
as a way of life; but they definitely do a p­ 
prov e of the desirability of training an 
army big enoug h to defend their country . 
Many said they fav ored compulsory mili­ 
tary training of one y ea r duration betx v een 
the ag es of 18 and 21 as a permanent sy s­ 
tem.

Some halfbacks didn’t come up 
to expectations last season because 
of a continuous struggle against 
recurring injuries sustained in 
early season scrimmages. 
A sixteen-year-old boy had ma 
leg amputated at the knee. We

FAVOR COM PULSO RY TRAINING 


In talking the past week to scores of» 


these citizen soldiers from every walk of 
life, every part of the country and in every I 
branch of the army, there was never once I 
a word of intimation of objection to the 
Selective Training Act itself, the defense 
program or the President’s anti-Axis poli­ 
cies. 
These youths don’t care for soldiering 
as a way of life; but they definitely do ap­ 
prove of the desirability of training an 
army big enough to defend their country. 
Many said they favored compulsory mili­ 
tary training of one year duration between 
the ages of 18 and 21 as a permanent sys-1 
tem. These youths also don’t want to fight j 
in a “ foreign w ar” ; but they are not isola­ 
tionists. The America First Committee ele­ 
ment draws no cheers from them. Very bit­ 
ter opinions were voiced about Wheeler 
and Lindbergh, particularly the latter*. 
These youths want no part of a “for­ 
eign war,” but they are prepared to fight at 
the drop of the hat if their country is in 
danger. 
And they believe that it is in dan­ 
ger. 
The Wheeler-Lindbergh thesis that 
the country need not worry about an Axis 
attack they dismiss with a short, blunt 
word. 
In their training they have learn­ 
ed enough about the speed and scope of 
blitz warfare to know that the Atlantic and 
Pacific do not make us immune from for­ 
eign invasion. These boys have no illusions 
about modern warfare— and no politician 
or ex-hero is kidding them about it. 
That's why they are for all the lend- 
lease aid necessary to lick Hitler in Eu- 
rope if possible. 
They are red-hot Russian 
partisans and follow avidly what is trans­ 
piring on the Titanic Eastern front.
